Becau se he was a tentm aker 
like themselv es, he liv ed with 
them , “and he reaso ned in the 
ay nago gu e ev ery Sabbath, and 
persu aded the Jew s and the 
Greeks. And when Silas and 
Timo theu s

Macedo nia, Pau l was pressed in 
th e spirit, and testified to the 
Jew s th at Jesu s was Christ.

The Greeks then to o k So s- 
thenes, chief ru ler o f the sy na­ 
go gu e, and beat him. 
Pau l stay ed there a “go o d 
while” befo re leav ing his breth­ 
ren and sailing to Sy ria, tak ing 
Aqu ila and Priscilla with him. 
He left them there and went to 
Ephesu s, where he tau ght in 
the sy nago gu e. They wanted 
him to stay there, bu t he bid 
them go o dby e, say ing th at he 
mu st keep the feast In Jeru sa­ 
lem. 
Ho wev er, he said, “ I will re­ 
tu rn again u nto y o u, if Go d 
will.” So he sailed fro m Ephe­ 
su s “and when he had landed a t 
Caesarea, and go ne u p, and 
salu ted the chu rch, he went 
do wn to Antio ch.”—-AcU 18:19 - 
2 2. 
So we see in o u r lesso n ho w 
Go d pro tected Pau l fro m his 
enemies. He will do the same 
fo r u s lf, when we are In tro u ble 
we need His help and pray to 
Him.

Almost daily deaths of motorists attrib­ 
uted to carbon monoxide p oisoning are 
rep orted—deaths caused by p urp osful or 
a c c i d e nt a l breathing of the odorless, 
tasteless gas.

method at any time of y ear. But it is the 
winter season that accounts for most of 
the accidental deaths. Several hundred 
p ersons are 
asp hy xiated 
every 
winter 
when letting their ca rs w arm up in clos­ 
ed garages. It might be concluded that at 
the end of a half-century of the motor age 
nobody would be that ignorant or absent- 
minded. 
Many highway 
deaths, 
injuries 
and 
wrecked cars can be laid to doses of c a r­ 
bon monoxide not fatal in themselves. 
This gas, seep ing into a car from a faulty 
manifold or muffler, can cause drowsi­ 
ness resulting in a bad accident. A car 
p arked outdoors with windows closed and 


motor running, to w arm an affectionate 
coup le within, can be the end of them both 
without their knowing what hap p ened. 
The great danger in this insidious gas is 
that it gives no warning. It will p ay to 
check the sp ots where it can escap e into 
the car. It takes a concentration of but one 
twenty -fifth of one p er cent to be fatal to 
the p erson who breathes the air—and ex­ 
haust gases contain from five to IO p er 
cent of carbon monoxide. 
There is only one sure w ay to keep safe 
and clear-headed: Have p lenty of venti­ 
lation.

the salaries for the p olice, firemen 
and other regular emp loyes must 
be p aid now. One solution is to lay 
off the p olice, firemen and other 
regular emp loyes until the first re­ 
ceip ts for the y ear come in. You 
surely wouldn’t advocate that. No 
one else would advocate that eith­ 
er. Thus it is evident that a bal­ 
ance at the e nd of the p revious 
y ear is necessary for continuity of

no reported cases of rabies in hu­ 
mans. 
Dr. Ralph E Dwork. health di­ 
rector, said cooperation with lo­ 
cal health departments to promote 
immunization of domestic animals 
helped.
